SHIP WRECKS 


Steamer Wrecked In Fog Off 
Barren Rock Of Ages 
In Lake Superior. 


Houghton. Mich., May 29—One 
hundred and eighteen oersons, vic­ 
tim s of the first G reat Lakes dis­ 
aster of the season, returned to 
shore here Sunday afternoon after 
a night spent in the cold fog on bar­ 
ren Rock of Ages Reef in Lake Su­ 
perior following the grounding and 
wrecking of the passenger steam er 
George M. Cox late Saturday. 
The coast guard cutter Crawford, 
w'hich had put out early Sunday, 
brought to Houghton all but six of 
the 124 persons aboard the steam er, 
which haa crashed while en route to 
Port Arthur, Ont., from Chicago to 
pick up 150 Canadian residents and 
take them to the Century of Progress 
exposition. 
Three injured crew m em bers were 
taken to Port A rthur, Ont., by the 
freighter Morris B. Trem aine, of 
Buffalo, which, with coast guard 
craft, responded to distress calls on 
Saturday night. 
A nurse attached 
to the wrecked steam er and George 
M. Cox. of New Orleans, one of the 
owners, accompanied them , but a 
fourth crew member who suffered 
head injuries was among those re­ 
turned to Houghton, Sunday a fte r­ 
noon. 
T he thirty-tw o persons lost all 
their personal effects. 
Capt. George Johnson, of Travers 
City. Midi., veteran G reat Lakes 
shipm aster, who com m anded 
the 
steam er, said: 
“We hit a reef while going at a 
speed of seventeen knots. 
The im ­ 
pact was severe, causing a large hole 
to be torn in her side. 
It listed to 
ninety degrees, and the ship’s stern 
submerged in about four m inutes, I 
should judge.”

UNDISCOVERED 
T 
HE thrill of thrills is to discover som ething interesting. 
Ever since 
m an came into the world, this has been his task and his pleasure 
It is the story of civilization. 
I recall spending an evening w ith a fam ous writer and he told me 
th at one of his greatest thrills was to come across a beautiful piece of 
writing in a book. I can understand his thrill. The scientist lives upon 
new discoveries—without them, he would have nothing to give him in ­ 
centive. 
How interesting if Luther Burbank had w ritten down th e sensa­ 
tions he had upon discovering new m ethods of improving or beautifying 
plant life! 
Words, however, are inadequate to portray the feelings th a t 
are aroused as som ething new is uncovered and brought to view and to 
understanding. 
How proud a teacher of music or a rt or literature is in discovering a 
hidden talent in one of his pupils. 
I read the introduction to one of 
William M cFee’s books recently th a t he had dedicated to C hristopher 
Morley, and in it he gave all credit to Morley for "discovering” him and 
giving him the opportunity toward literary success. 
It was 50 years after her death th a t Emily Dickinson was finally dis­ 
covered as one of the rare geniuses of Am erican literature. 
Now each 
one of her adm irers is made happy a t the latest discovery of anything 
she ever wrote. 
I have been reading a lovely book of nature essays by Edward Thom as, 
an English w riter who was killed in Flanders. 
He was but 37 years of age. 
Not until the war swept him upon its crest did he know th a t he had hid­ 
den within him the power to write exquisite poetry. B ut the tim e was all 
too short, and we have but mere fragm ents of his soul, scattered in bits. 
to dem onstrate his song in verse. And the few books th a t Thom as wrote 
in prose have mostly rested—undiscovered—upon bookseller’s shelves in 
England. 
"No m atter how m any times you read a great book, or meet a great h u ­ 
man being, there is always som ething there th a t has never been dis­ 
covered. 
Every day we may discover som ething new about ourselves! 
The suprem e m om ent in our consciousness comes about when, upon 
a happy discovery, we also discover th a t we become a part of the thing 
discovered!

Show Clear Title Due To 
Unpatented Lands. 


Pennsylvania lands 
totaling 2,- 
218,146 acres remain unpatented on 
the books of the commonwealth, ac­ 
cording to statements made today 
by 
Secretary of 
Internal Affairs 
Philip H. Dewey. The unpatented 
lands represent 1,368 tracts, or ap­ 
proximately 13 per cent of all the 
land titles granted by the common­ 
wealth from the time it was estab­ 
lished. 
In announcing the summary oi 
the study of land records, Secretary 
Dewey declared that thousands oi 
persons in Pennsylvania have been 
innocent purchasers of unpatented 
lands and that accordingly it would 
be impossible for the roto show a 
clear title for their properties. 
Originally 
the 
commonwealth 
possessed all lands within its bor­ 
dels and patents were granted to 
individuals 
when 
the 
common­ 
wealth would dispose of 
various 
tracts to them. 
Before a patent 
\ x ult' Le issued, is was necessary 
ofr applicants to obtain a warrant 
to survey, the return 
of which 
would be made to the land bureau 
in 
the 
department 
of 
internal 
agairs 
or 
the 
suveyor 
general 
who preceded the secretary of in­ 
ternal agairs, an office established 
by the constitution of 1874. 
Mistaken Belief 
In the early and middle years of 
Pennsylvania history, 
many per­ 
sons believed that a warrant to sur­ 
vey was equivalent to a patent lo.* 
the land and 
accordingly 
their 
titles were never completed. Orig­ 
inal tracts, in turn, would be broken 
up by the individual owners and 
the parts sold to other persons so 
that through the years to the pres­ 
ent, such parcels of land 
have 
never possessed clear titles show­ 
ing transfer of ownership from the 
commonwealth. 
The 
study 
now' 
completed at the instance of Secre­ 
tary Dewey shows that approx­ 
imately 
13 per cent of Pennsyl­ 
vania territory remains unpatent­ 
ed. the list including tracts in every 
county in the commonwealth. 
In 1864 the legislature ordered a 
lien docket for each county and in 
1868 the dockets were prepared and 
all unpatented warrants with un­ 
paid moneys were entered. In ad­ 
dition the dockets showed the price 
of the land with interest from date 
cf the issuance of the warrant to 
survey, which in many Instances 
far exceeded the then present day 
values of the tracts. 
$15.00 Fees 
As a relief from the fees and the 
amounts due 
the commonwealth 
another act was passed by the 
legislature 
in 
1899,

mitted the issuance of a patent on 
all lands appearing on the lien 
dockets upon the payment of $15 00, 
which sum included the lien and 
patent fees. The 
interest charges 
were dropped. At the time it was 
believed the decrease in the com­ 
monwealth's price

Culp's Hill, John Burna was lying 
wounded on the field west of the 
town. 
Having on civilian clothing, 
and fearing execution for ‘bush- 
wacking,’ he crawled away from his 
gun. and when a Confederate officer 
later questioned him as to how he 
got there, it is said Burns told the 
officer that his wife was sick, and 
that he had been out trying to get 
help. While on this mission, he had 
been caught between the two armies 
and could not get away. The Con­ 
federate officer accepted his story as 
plausible, and turned him over to 
a confederate surgeon who dressed 
his wounds, and saw that he got to 
his home. 
'The Star and Banner,* 
a newspaper published in Gettys­ 
burg at the time, in its issue im­ 
mediately following the battle. July 
9, 1863, contains this news item—* 
On Wednesday after the battle com­ 
menced. John L. Burns, an old citi­ 
zen of this place, shouldered his 
musket, and went out by himself to 
meet the Rebels. 
He advanced to 
the hottest of the scene and blazed 
away with his old musket until he 
fell wounded in the leg, side and 
arm. He reached home, and thougn 
severely wounded, it is hoped he will 
soon recover. 
Patriotism and brav­ 
ery like this is worthy of record in 
the annals of the war,' 
Lincoln Hears Of Burns 
“In the late afternoon of Novem­ 
ber 18. 1863. Abraham Lincoln ar­ 
rived in Gettysburg by train, and 
stopped at the home of the Hon 
David Wills in Center Square, the 
structure now occupied by the Stall- 
smith drug store. 
Lincoln's room 
was on the second floor, and is now 
used by J. L. Williams as a law 
office.
